Newspaper editorials recently have com- 
mended legitimate theatres who have the

after the final performance, similar to the 
English custom of playing "God Save The 
King." 

During the showing of ''Navy Secrets," it 
would be a wise idea to have "America" 
played after each screening and the lyrics 
flashed on the screen. Newspapers will find
